Tho State Legislature adjournod at noon 
yesterday, after a seaaion of one hundred 
and thirty-five days. 
Wo should be well 
pleased if a truthful press could re-echo 
the praises lavished on its work by tho pre­ 
siding oflBocrs of both houses. It is always 
more pleasant to approve than to cordemu, 
and if wo could believe that the Legislature 
of 1878 would “go upon tho record untar­ 
nished in its reputation and Avith an 
houoroJ name" tho H e ra ld would ho 
the first to make the gratilying acknowledg­ 
ment. 
Rut wo look in vain for any evi­ 
dence of statesmanship or of a desire 
to legislate in tho public interests in the 
history of the session that has just closed. 
There w'ero certain measures which com­ 
mended themselves especially to the con­ 
sideration of tho people’s representatives at 
Albany when they assembled in January 
last. Promiuont among these Avere an ap­ 
portionment law for the State and an excise 
law for cities. 
The .A-pirortionment bill 
ought to have been passed in 187(>, in accord­ 
ance with the requirements of tho constitn- 
tion. In that year the Legislature was in 
tue hands of the republiouuu, aud that 
party’s majority continued in 1877 and in 
tho present year. 
'I'ho census oí 1875 
showed that while tho population df 
the rural 
districts 
had mainly 
re­ 
mained stationary since tbo enumeration 
of ten years previous. New York and Brook­ 
lyn had greatly increased, thus entitling 
those democratic cities to a larger share of 
representation. 
The republicans disre­ 
garded tho constitutional provision and 
refused to reapportion the State lor the 
purpose of depriving the democratic party 
of tho benefit of this increased representa­ 
tion. This shameful act, violating the oaths 
of tho representatives and striking at 
the foundation of free government, is alone 
sufficient to tarnish tho reputation and dis­ 
honor the name of the Legislature uiion 
which the Lieutenant Ooveroor and tho 
Speaker of the Assembly bestow such 
liberal praise. 
It is outrageous that 
the State of New York should, 
in 
1878, for portisan reasons, bo com­ 
pelled to elect its representatives to the 
Legislature on the basis of the population 
of 18C5. A proper excise law for the cities 
of the State was demanded in tho public 
interests, both as a moans of revenue and 
as a check on unlicensed liquor selling and 
police corruption. The friends of such a 
law were commendably moderate in their 
propositions and were ready to concedo 
to tho temperance odvoootos the most 
stringent police regulations that could 
ho devised as a chock on licensed houses. 
But fanaticism pat down its foot and refused 
any concession that would relieve tho cities, 
and, aided by partisanship, which hoped to 
embarrass the New York democratic city 
government by continuing tho existing 
muddle, succeeded in defeating every excise 
measure that was introduced. 
There are other cvidenoes besides those 
of a plentiful lock of statesmanship and 
sincerity among the legislators of 1878. Tho 
condition of tho code is deplorable. Wo 
havo a cumbrous and incomplete code noAv 
in operation which is condemned by the 
ablest aud in jst experienced lawyers in tho 
State. 
A supplemental code was passed 
and wisely vetoed by the Governor. Tho 
Legislature had not the courage cither 
to pass tho new chapters over the veto or 
to do what tho Governor and tho principal 
portion of tho Bar advised—namely, to re- 
))cal the chapters heretofore enacted and to 
return to tho old code. The Superinten­ 
dent of the Insurance Department was 
tried by tho Senate daring tho session 
on a charge of having violated tho 
law of 1873, under which examinations 
of insurance companies are required 
to be made. Tho defence of tho Superin­ 
tendent was that the law in question had 
been disregarded because it interfered with 
the proper discharge of the duties of tho 
department and prevented satisfactory ex­ 
aminations. Upon this pica ho was acquit­ 
ted. Yet tho law thus deliberately con­ 
demned 
by the 
Scnulo 
has 
been 
left unrepealed and unameuded. 
This 
was neither the work of statesmen 
nor of honest Icgislatora. 
Either the 
acquittal of Superintendent Smyth was, as 
was charged, a corrupt political bargain, or 
tho Senate stultified itself in not accom­ 
panying its verdict with a reoommendation 
for tho repeal of tho law tho Superintendent 
had oilmittodly violated or suffered to be 
vi dated. Tho untarnished reputation and 
honored name of which Speaker Hustcd 
IxiHsts are certainly not discoverable in these 
incidents of the late session. 
Some good measures have boon passed 
during thu session, and for these we give the 
Legislature full credit. Among them is the 
City Funded Debt bill, which establishes a 
definite ftnunchil policy in the municipal 
govtmmcnt and will materially aid the city 
credit. Under its provisions tho sinking 
fund is secured from future experiments, 
and becomes, as it ought to be, a pledged 
security lor all tho public indebted­ 
ness. 'fho “ bridging over” policy, which 
has sofA-cd to prevent any reduction 
of the debt and to encourage tho incurring 
of now liabilities, is now at an end. By tho 
requir«*mi!nts of tbo now law whenever the 
sinking liitid is impaired by the payiueat of 
l>nuds and aU>uks tailing duo it is to bo 
ropleiiiiliod by .taxation, and whenever we 
incur new debts we must provide for their 
payment at maturity by an annual tax each 
year, suflicieiit, with uoeiiiuuliitions of in­ 
ter, st. to meet the gross uuiount. There 
can bo no danger that tbo bill will fail to 
rouoivc the Governor's signature, iuasiiiuch 
as its provisions wore submitted to and ap­ 
proved by him prior to its introduction. 
The i’ublic Uurdcn.s bill is another judi­ 
cious tueastire, which will reduce taxation 
two million dollars next year by tho reduc­ 
tion of aalaries that arc now too high. 
Tho narrow eseap) of lhl.4 bill by the 
timely discovery of an inlanious forgery, 
which would have destroyed its effect, 
was a piece of good fortuno for tho taxpay­ 
ers of New York for which they are in­ 
debted to thu vigilance of tho Governor, 
'i'hnbill to secuto bolter public adm inistra­ 
tion in tho city of New York was passed with 
a variety of iimundments ; but its general 
charactor is not good, and it is looked 
upon with gravo suspiuiou. It will need 


a careful scrutiny in the Executive 
Cliamher, and the probability is that it will 
fail to receive the Governor’s approval. 
The Croton Water High Service bill, the 
bill securing Tompkins and W ashington 
squares as public parks, the Coroners’ bill, 
which decreases the extravagant expenses 
of 
that 
department 
at

close 
of 
tho 
present 
incumbents’ 
terms, 
and 
the 
bill 
making 
the 
office 
ol Commissioner of Jurors a salaried one, 
all went through and ere all good measures. 
The tux levy is decreased this year; but 
this is duo to tho economy of tho State 
government and not to legislative frugality. 
The Supply bill is less in amount than it 
was lust session, but for this tho people have 
to thank, not the Legislature, but the Gov­ 
ernor’s veto. Among the measures whose 
loss will be regretted is the Street Cleaning 
hill prepared by the Municipal Reform As­ 
sociation. Mr. Astor struggled to secure 
its passage ; but it took tho street cleaning 
job out of the hands of a bureau which is 
profitable alike to democrats and repub­ 
licans, and the combination agaiust it was 
too poAverful to be overcome. 
The closing of the session of 1878 bor­ 
rowed some interest from the fact that it is 
the last that will be held in the old Capitol, 
the new building having, by concurrent 
resolution, been declared tho Capitol of tho 
Statu on and after tho 1st day of January, 
! 1879. 
This circumstance was made the 
mam theme of tho parting addresses 
both 
of 
the 
Lieutenant 
Governor 
and the Speaker of tho Assembly. Tho 
changes that have occurred since the first 
Legislature assembled within the walls oí 
tho old Capitol seventy years ago, the 
growth of tho Statound the expanding glory 
of tho nation during those years were 
dwelt upon with all tho flowery eloquence 
of tho one and all tho vigorous declama­ 
tion of the other. The listening Senators 
aud Assemblymen were rem inded of the 
great men by whom their places in that 
building had once been filled ; of tho “in­ 
tellectual contests" and “grand deeds" to 
which the stones, hud they tongues, could 
testify. The names were recalled of 
W right and Sc\v;ud and Marcy ; of Clinton, 
Van Boren and Dickinson ; of Elisha Will- 
iamh-, John C. Spencer and Michael Hoffman. 
But the wings of tbo orators lifted them 
only over the graves of the post. Had they 
extended their flight they might havo 
reached Tweed and Connolly and Spinola ; 
Winans 
and Woodin 
aud 
Mattoon ; 
Thomas C. Fields, Tim Campbell and 
Aleck Frear. 
From 
the intellectual 
contests and grand deeds of former days 
they might have glided on to tho glories and 
talents of the modern lobby, to the passage 
ofcity railroad bills, the old city tax levy, 
the Tweed charter and other remunerative 
jobs. They might even have reached their 
own “honored names" and have recounted 
the merits of Alvord’s apportionment. But 
the curtain falls on tho old Capitol. Let us 
hope that tho fir.jt session in the new Capi­ 
tol may bring us nearer to the intellect and 
honesty which marked the earlier legisla­ 
tive days of its venerable predecessor. 


T lt« G re a t P e a n n t W a r. 
It was tho opinion of Daniel Webster that 
no nation over lost its freedom which pos­ 
sessed a waterfall one hundred and fifty 
feet high. Some critics havo thought there 
w'us not a just and natural relation of cause 
ond effect in this view of tho liberties of a 
people; but they wore mistaken. Tbo great 
orator’s theory was that a grand object in 
the natural scenery of a neighborhood, like 
a magnificent waterfall, is an ennobling 
and elevating feature ; that it cannot bo 
without its effect on tho character of the 
people, inspiring them with high thoughts 
and tall fancies, and that a people thus in­ 
spired cannot submit to tho will of any 
creature of loss altitude than tho fall itself. 
Fur this influenco on the minds ol the peo­ 
ple of the waterfall of the rural districts wo 
claim that tho people of the cities havo a 
full equivalent in tho influence of tho pea­ 
nut. No people ever lost their liberties, so 
for as any one knows, whose politics were 
Imsed on peanuts ; and that is the happy 
condition of the people of this metropolis. 
Liberty and peanuts, one and inseparable, 
now aud forever 1 
That is tho 
war 
cry of tho Aldermen, and tho Aldermen 
and their friends are the people. 
In 
the most energetic ages of our municipal 
history the consumplion of peanuts was 
greatest, and as black broth on tho 
banks of tho Eurotos disappeared only 
with liberty, 
so 
tho 
peanut 
gives 
way to tho elegant ulmoud, tho stuuk- 
up walnut and thu foreign marrnn, only 
as tho primitive simplicity of tho people is 
lost in purse-proud Inxurj- ond French airs. 
In the onslaught mado upon peanuts and 
the comer stone of Aldermunic politics by 
the Recorder and his minions of the Grand 
Jury the people must rally to tho stan­ 
dard of the City Fathers and fight the battle 
of their own freedom. They must never, 
never, in a coso of such moment bow to tho

Xh6 C old a n d th o C rops. 
During tho post few nights the weather 
over Canadian, Western and central dis­ 
tricts has been unusually cold for tho 
Season, and sharp trusts with snowfalls 
have tended to ohoi’k tho vegetation that is 
about to burst into its lull suinmer bloom. 
Considerable anxiety is naturally felt by 
farmers and fruit growers as to the effects 
of these frosts, which attack the young buds 
aud developing fruits at a time when they 
are peculiarly liable to injury. Tho reports 
from Massachusetts and tho southern part 
of New York State ore somewhat (lisconrag- 
ing. They point to tho dustrivtion of 
delicate vegetation. 
Field crops are re­ 
ported as slightly injured in some Western 
States. 
In the ujtper valley of the Dela­ 
ware all garden crops are completely de­ 
stroyed aud tho tender fiiiits—as grapes, 
pears aud peacbos—are much injuie l. lu 
Virginia and I’eunsyivania the temperature 
is reported to have fallen below freoxing 
point, but the crops do not ajipear to have 
suffered very seveioly. Following a pro­ 
longed period, «luring which a low atmos­ 
pheric pressure, with considerable hu­ 
midity, prevailed over tho whole oonntry, 
tho barometer has now riseu aud has in­ 
duced tho movement of cold winds from 


tho north and northwest. These have been 
blowing steadily for two or three days 
around the southern and southwostein mar­ 
gins of a storm area now passing off tho 
coast of New Brunswick. On the Middle 
Atlantic coast the influence of those cold 
Avinds has not heefi severely felt, although 
the temperature fell low enough to remind 
one of early winter days.

After tho failure of the democrats for the 
third day to secure tho presence of a 
quorum of domooratie members to puss Mr. 
Potter’s resolution tho House again ad­ 
journed, and the business of legislation still 
remains suspended. Immediately after tho 
adjournment the republican members held 
a caucus, in which they assumed tl.at tho 
object of tho proposed investigation is to 
reopen tho question 
of 
tho Presi- 
dent’s title and depose Mr. Hayes. 
In spite of some faint disclaimers on 
tho jart of o few democrats, inchutiog 
Mr. Potter himself, there is a great deal in 
the eireumstances of the movement to war­ 
rant this interpretation of its purpose. The 
arguments adduced by tho democrats to 
prove that tho resolution involves a ques­ 
tion of high privilege are consistent Avith 
this aim but not cousistent with any other. 
Tho hinge of the democratic reasoning on 
the question of high privilege was the Mary­ 
land memorial, the undisguised and de­ 
clared object of which is to controvert Mr. 
Hayes’ title ond bring it to a judicial deter­ 
mination by the Supreme Court. The con­ 
fessions of McLin, Dennis aud other.s re­ 
specting the Florida frauds were so ob­ 
viously insufficient for raising a question of 
privilege thut no democrat ventured to rest 
it upon that ground. Tho one solo founda­ 
tion of all tho arguments for making tho 
investigation a question of high privilege 
was the Maryland memorial and the claim 
of a sovereign State to that extraordinary 
degree of del'eronce and attention. It is 
only as a matter of high priA'ilcgo that Mr. 
Potter’s resolution acquired *and holds the 
status by which it eclipses and postpones 
all other business, and tho only argument 
for giving it this status rests by the avowal 
of all its advocates ou the memorial of which 
Montgomery Blair is the author. 
Now, it so happens that tho purpose of 
the Blair memorial is not open to ony sort 
of doubt. Mr. Blair has never attempted 
to put upon his project any mask, nor even 
the thinnest veil of political gauze. It has 
been his open, proclaimed purpose from 
tho beginning to oust Mr. Hayes from the 
Presidency and install Mr. Tilden in his 
place. Tho bill on this subject, framed by 
Mr. Blair’s instigation, oflerod in the House 
by a Maryland member and referred to tho 
Committee on the Judiciary, has for its 
specific object tho trial of Mr. Hayes’ title 
by tho highest judicial tribunal of 
tho country. Tho Maryland memorial 
having been made the turning point 
of tho orguments for giving the pending 
resolution precedence of all thu other busi­ 
ness of tho House, it is a fair and legitimate 
inference that tho ultimate aim of this 
movement is to depose Mr. Hayes from 
office. This is tho only theory which can 
impart anything like logical consistency to 
tho action of the democratic members. 
Thoir partial disavowals arc a piece of strat­ 
egy to bring their halting supporters into 
lino and get the investigation started. 
W hether they attem pt to carry out their 
ultimate purpose will depend on their suc­ 
cess in this year’s elections. If they secure 
a majority of the next House and a majority 
of the Senate with tho fraud question as tho 
dominant issue of tho campaign they will 
think it a political necessity to proceed fur­ 
ther, on the protended ground that tho 
people require it of them. If the Forty- 
sixth Congress, with a dcinocratio majority 
in both houses, should refuse to recognize 
Mr. Hayes as President, how can ho any 
longer exorcise tho office? Ho could not 
make appointments if the Soiinte refused to 
receive his nominations, and there is no 
judicial process by which Congress could 
bo compcllod to treat him as President, nor 
could the army bo used to coerce that bo«ly. 
But the effect would nevertheless bo Mexi­ 
can anarchy and “confusion worse con­ 
founded.” The democrats in Congress are 
sotting out toward this revolutionary re­ 
sult. The republican caucus is quite right

T h e V o ih n ra lt C ase. 
In yesterday’s session of tho Hudson 
County Court tho case against tho Rev. Mr. 
Vosburgh was not stn ngtheued. The only 
witness on the stond was tho so-called doc­ 
tor, or hoiiKnopathic practitioner, whoso 
testimony has apparently boon relied npon 
as an important clement of tho case for tbo 
proseeutioD. 
That tho doctor who attends 
a man’s wife is grossly ignorant, even 
within the lim its of knowledge proper to 
his profession, does not prove that tho man 
accused is innocent of tho alleged attempts 
at peisoning; but it ut least proves that tho 
doctor’s opinions on the woman’s condition 
and on tbo effects of medicines are of too 
little value to bo trusted for any important 
purpose, and destroys tho case of the jiros- 
ccutinn in so far us it rested on evi­ 
dence to bo derived from him. 
On either 
hand this is a remarkable case. It seems 
scarcely possihlo 
that such a charge 
could become formulated without tho ex- 
istenco of some real or supposed evidence 
of its truthlulness. 
A clergyman, fnm 
his position, enjoys pocnliar privileges and 
is subject to groat tfuuptatiuns. Ho is on a 
sort of home footing with tho females of a 
family and can visit them withont formality. 
Ho is liablu tobo petted and flattered, par­ 
ticularly if ho chances to be young and at­ 
tractive, while all tho time his profession 
docs not change his nature. 
These very 
facts make it the duty of a pastor to bo 
watchful over his acts and to exercise such 
unceasing ])rii(lcnoe and self-restraint as 
are calculate«i to deprive slander of its 
venom. Church scandals mainly relate to 
alleged liceutiousness and immorality. In 
this ooso a minister is nocasod of attempting 
to poison his wife, the inference being that he 
did not live happily with her and desired to 
get rid of her. It is a singular story. Tho 
accuser is tho brother of tho wife and the 
principal witness for tbo prosecution a doc­ 
tor who for a timo attended her, but whoso 
services were dispensed with by the lius- 


bind. The wife adheres to her husband, 
denies his guilt and gives him the benefit 
of her countenance and companionship at 
the trial. The charge is thut the delendunt 
ndrninistorcd antimonial poison to the lady 
in all she ale aud drank while she was suf­ 
fering from a fit of sickness. The presence 
of tho poison was discovered in food j 
prepared for her by her husband; 
hut 
the theory of tbo defence is 
that it had been designedly placed there 
by other parties. 
It is almost incredible 
th it such a crime could have been contem­ 
plated by tho accused, and the evidence 
will bo watched with interest. A striking 
feature of the caso is the warmth with which 
the congregation adhere to thoir pastor. If 
his innocence should be established this 
confidence will be to their credit. But in 
all of these ohurch scandals the congrega­ 
tions. in whole or in part, take up tho 
cudgels so eagerly, so indiscriminately and 


80 belligerently for their alleged backslid­ 
ing pastors that there seems tóbesem e dan­ 
ger of a church congregation becoming a 
sort ol club for the justification of pastoral 
immorality. 
A P rv co d niit for K «*euid«r H iio k ett. 
The outcry made by the Aldermen against 
Recorder Hnckett is as if the indictment of 
members of the Commou Council for doing 
things in plaiu violation of law were an un- 
preceilented suggestion. 
Tbere is a prece­ 
dent not merely lor such a suggestion but 
for an actual indictment. 
In 1858 the 
Grand Jury brought in a bill against Mayor 
Wood and sixty or moro members of tho 
Common Council for a resolution au­ 
thorizing 
a 
lease 
of 
city 
projv 
erty 
alleged 
to 
bo 
'in 
violation 
of 
law. 
In 
the 
charter of 
1857 
there was a provision forbidding leases of 
city property lor a longer term than ten 
yearp. 
The Common Council possod a 
resolution authorizing a lease of a piece of 
city property to the Catholic Orphan Asy­ 
lum so long as the property should con­ 
tinue to 1)0 used lor that charity. After­ 
ward, by tho procurement of the District 
Attorney, Joseph Blunt, the Mayor and 
sixty'two members of tho Common Council 
were indicted for a misdemeanor. 
When the case came up in tho Court of 
Common Pleas, and application was mado 
by tho counsel for the defendants to quash 
tho iudictmont. Judge M ullin decided to 
quash two of tho counts, but refused to 
quash the whole indictment. Judge Mul­ 
lin said “he had examined the ease, and in 
regard to the general motion to quash tho 
whole of the indictment, that must be de­ 
nied." Here, then, was a judicial deci­ 
sion, formed after careful examination, 
which 
conceded that 
the Aldermen 
were indictable. The case never came 
to trial, although the Judge offered to try it 
if the District Attorney chose to go on after 
the quashing of the- two principal counts. 
The indictment was for conspiracy, and 
Judge Mullin, while admitting that this was 
an indictable offence, informed Mr. Blunt 
that ho must bo prepared to prove it by evi­ 
dence outside of the more vote on the reso­ 
lution in «xuestion. But, so far as the case 
went, it clearly affirmed the principle that 
tho Common Council is legally subject to 
indictment for its official action.

In a narrow 
sense such exhibitions might bo called 
matches, but in fact they are shows of cer­ 
tain breeils of dogs, and it appears to bo 
with refcrenco to them that a show of dogs 
in repose is named rather from the benches 
than from tho animals. As between bench 
shows aud field shows, with dogs os tho 
ociitro of interest in both oases, a dUtinotivo
